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RULES 
OF THE

1. T HIS Club to conſiſt of one hundred mem- 


bers. 


II. That the members ſhall dine together eight 


times a year, on the firſt day in every month, 
excepting July, Auguſt, September, and October. 


III. That every candidate for admiſſion into this 
Club, not preſent at this or the former meeting held 
for the eſtabliſhment of the Whig Club, ſhall be 
propoſed by one member, and ſeconded by another, 
and the name, title, or profeſſion, and place of abode 
of ſuch candidate ſhall be entered in a book by the 
ſecretary, and at the next meeting of the ſociety 


| ballotted for; three negatives to preclude. 


IV. That a Preſident and fix Stewards ſhall be 
nominated for each dinner, the firſt ſtewards to be 
John Froſt Widmore, Thomas Lowten, William 
Henry Crowder, and John Bellamy, Eſquires. 
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V. That John Gregory, Eſq. be treaſurer to the 
Society, for the firſt year, and Mr. Edward Hall, 
ſecretary. | 


VI. That at the meeting in the month of May, in 


each year, a treaſurer and ſecretary ſhall be appointed 
for the enſuing year, and at the enſuing meeting the 
tormer treaſurer ſhall adjuſt his accounts, and pay 
the ballance, if any, into the hands of his ſucceſſor. 


VII. That the members now conſtituting the 
Club, and every perſon hereafter becoming a member 
thereof, ſhall, on admiſhon, pay into the hands of 
the treaſurer, Two Pounds, Twelve Shillings and 
Sixpence, as his ſubſ@&ption, for the purpoſe of 
defraying the expence of the ſeveral meetings; the 
ſaid ſubſcription to be collected annually under ſuch 
penalties, on default of payment, as ſhall bereafter 
be adopted by the Club. 


VIII. That upon a requiſition in writing, fub- 
ſcribed by feven members at leaft, to the preſident, 
ſtating the conduct of any member to have been in- 
conſiſtent with the ſpirit of the principles he engaged 
to ſupport on entering into this ſociety, the ſecretary 
thall ſend to the accuſed member a copy of the charge 
exhibited againſt him, together with a ſummons re- 
quiring his attendance at the next meeting, to anfwer 
it, and ſhall alſo iſſue ſpecial ſummonſes to all the 


* 
members to attend at the ſame time to take into con- 
ſideration ſuch charges, and upon the ſame being 
diſcuſſed, in caſe the majority of members preſent 
ſhall, by ballot, agree to exclude the accuſed mem- 
ber, he ſhall be expelled accordingly. 


IX. That a dinner ſhall be provided by the ſtew- 
ards for each meeting, to be on table at half paſt 
four o'clock preciſely, and that the ſtewards provide 


wine accordingly. 


X. That the expences to be incured by this 
ſociety at each meeting, ſhall be defrayed by the 
treaſurer upon receiving an order for that purpoſe 
figned by two or more of the ſtewards. 


XI. That the ſecretary ſhall remind ever member 
by letter, of the day of each meeting, by ſending 
the ſame addreſſed to his uſual place of reſidence; and 
alſo ſhall ſummons extraordinary meetings in like 
manner from time to time, on receiving a requiſi- 
tion for that purpoſe ſigned by ſeven members at leaſt. 


XII. That all additions or alterations to theſe 
Rules ſhall be propoſed and ſeconded at a meeting of 
this Club, and entered into a book by the ſecretary; 
and at the next meeting the ſame ſhall be confirmed 
or rejected by a majority of the members then pre- 
ſent, ſuch meeting not to conſiſt of leſs than fifty 
members.
